this atomic age medicine the tremen- 
dous strides made the field chemotherapy 
are apt clouded over the enigma 
nuclear fission. Lest forget, might well 
call mind that have witnessed during 
our own lifetime the advent the sulfona- 
mides, the antibiotics and nitrofurans. 


The science specific drug therapy and the 
search for chemotherapeutic agents were given 
tremendous impetus Ehrlich about years 
ago when discovered the effectiveness 
organic arsenicals the treatment syphilis. 
However, intensive research did not begin 
until the second decade this century. The 
Germans and French were first with the dis- 
covery sulfonamides; the English followed 
closely with the first antibiotic; and finally, 
the only purely American contribution, came 
the chemotherapeutic nitrofurans. 

The first nitrofuran which became available 
for medical use was Furacin. This compound 
has the following formula: 


5-nitro-2-furaldehyde semicarbazone 
(nitrofurazone N.F. or Furacin{R)) 


Furacin yellow, crystalline compound 
which stable under the usual environmental 
conditions. Upon prolonged exposure strong 
light darkens. For this reason advisable 
keep out the direct rays the sun. 
can autoclaved pounds steam pressure 
for minutes without significant decomposi- 
per 100 but much more soluble the 
Carbowaxes and other organic solvents. 

Many gram-negative and gram-positive or- 
ganisms are sensitive Furacin. The anti- 
bacterial spectrum includes Aerobacter aero- 
genes, Corynebacterium species, Escherichia 
coli, Micrococcus (Staph.) pyogenes aureus 
and albus, Proteus vulgaris, Pseudomonas spe- 
cies; and Streptococcus agalactiae, dysgal- 
actiae, faecalis and uberis. Furacin maintains 
its effectiveness the presence milk, pus, 
blood and serum. 

The mechanism which Furacin exerts its 
antibacterial activity differs completely from 
those other antibacterial agents. Some anti- 
biotics apparently depress cell reproduction

The Topical Application Furacin Vet- 
erinary Medicine—Furacin indicated for the 
treatment wounds, burns, pyodermas, ul- 
cers, skin grafts, osteomyelitis, rhinitis, sinus- 
itis, conjunctivitis, otitis, cervicitis, vaginitis, 
pyometra and urethritis.

Conjunctivitis—One treated 
dogs and cats affected with purulent con- 
junctivitis.

The ear 
the dog does not lend itself readily drain- 
age. addition the inflammation produced 
the infective agent, the ear further trau- 
matized the constant scratching the 
foot and the constant rubbing and 
shaking the head. Furacin has been used 
successfully this condition and believe 
tarium utilized the treatment otitis ex- 
terna.

Pressure Necrosis—We all know the danger 
splinting leg foot too tightly and the 
condition produced not using sufficient 
amount cotton between the toes the case 
fractures.

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Chemical Aspects Animal Grooming 
PART Additional Grooming Aids

the first two articles this series the 
chemical aspects detergents and shampoos 
for washing dogs, and the toxicological prob- 
lems insecticides, were discussed. this, 
the third and last article, seems worthwhile 
considering some the other products which 
may used dog grooming. 


indicated the first article, professional 
grooming active and growing field 
animal care. the extent that veterinarian 
wishes keep the grooming part his serv- 
ices comparable level, would worth 
his while give thought some the prod- 
ucts and methods used the groomers. 


Probably the most important product after 
shampoos and insecticides, least the 
grooming long haired animals, product 
known human beauty shops “creme 
rinse.” Far from being cosmetic and thus 
dismissed unnecessary frill, this type 
product, also called Rinse,” 
tool job and will save more than its 
cost every occasion when used. Be- 
cause the nature the chemical ingredients 
No-Tangle Rinse, adheres the hair 
invisible and undetectable quantities which 
are, nevertheless, sufficient make the hairs 
slide over each other freely. This helps 
undo existing snarls and prevent the de- 
velopment new ones. Since the product 
inexpensive and dilutes long way, its cost 
negligible against the labor cost extra comb- 
ing remove snarls. truly pays its way, 
many veterinarians who were originally 
skeptical, have had admit.

This may 
overcome and the natural snowy whiteness 
maintained the use shampoo containing 
the proper kind and concentration blue 
coloring. the same time, animals which 
used white but have acquired un- 
desirable yellowing the coat, can brought 
back their original whiteness the appli- 
cation blue rinses. These are somewhat 
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stronger blue coloring than shampoo and 
may left the coat without rinsing. Both 
these products are reasonable use 
keep dog his optimum appearance the 
giving various medicaments designed 
help maintain optimum health. 


The coats various animals can im- 
proved appearance and condition, con- 
formity the ideal coat when entering shows, 
the application various materials the 
hair. Standard among such preparations are 
grooming oils that leave very thin film 
oil the hair and act like human brillian- 
tine imparting gloss and sheen the coat. 
Where the coat and underlying skin are grossly 
defatted and dry (as can occur when raw de- 
tergents are used instead proper shampoos) 
there are lanolin preparations available which 
can worked into the skin before shampooing 
and will help restore the normal state 
affairs. 


Certain breeds dogs are supposed have 
rather stiff hair which will stand up. When 
does not, can helped various prepa- 
rations borrowed from human beauty shops 
such wave sets and aerosol sprays which 
impart body and stiffness the hair. 

Some types dogs, such shepherds and 
boxers, are bothered the summertime 
fly bites the ears and tail. This burden can 
relieved the use safe, almost odorless 
insect repellents, patterned after those devel- 
oped for use the Armed Forces during the 
war. 

Last, but perhaps not least, particularly 
the psychological effect that has the dog’s 
owner (who the one who pays the bill), 
the use cologne.

the meeting, held the oldest univer- 
sity the Western Hemisphere, were the fol- 
lowing dignitaries: Dr. Efren del Poza, sec- 
retary-general the University Mexico;

Dr. Oscar Valdez Ornelas, director the Na- 
tional Veterinary School Mexico; General 
Wayne Kester, president, AVMA; Dr. Al- 
fonso Alexander, president the Association 
Veterinarians Mexico; Dr. Fernando Ca- 
margo, chief the laboratories Palo Alto; 
Dr. Jesus Madrigal Yanez, president the 
Mexican Veterinary Association; Dr. Joseph 
Arburua; Dr. Gabriel Atristain; Dr. Rob- 
erto Alvarez Ruiz; Dr. John Hardenbergh; 


Dr. Juan Gomez Pina, and Dr. Carlos Scheel- 
bach. 


Dr. Ornelas gave the address welcome, 
which was responded Dr. Arburua, 
Spanish. Dr. Arburua’s remarks follow: 


“Dr. Cross, my esteemed colleagues, and ladies: 

“This is a great day for the veterinarians of North 
America. This is only the second time that the 
AVMA, which is made up largely of United States 
and Canadian veterinarians, has met beyond the 
limits of those two countries. It is, in fact, a join- 


ing of hands of the three great countries of North 
America. 


“It is exactly 20 years ago since I visited this 
Capital. It is amazing to note the progress and the 
changes that have taken place. I consider it a great 
privilege to have the opportunity to re-visit your 
great country. I know that I am expressing the 
sentiments of all the visiting members of the AVMA 
and their ladies when I say that, for them, it is 
also a happy experience. 


“Although this is the first occasion of its kind in 
Mexico, it is not the first time that veterinarians 
of the United States have worked with their col- 
leagues of this Republic. It is not so long since they 
joined in the common cause of eliminating Foot and 
Mouth disease, and preventing its further spread in 
this country. The complete eradication of the dis- 


ease evidence what can done coopera- 
tion. 


“It can never be known when a similar situation 
may arise and it may become necessary for our 
countries to unite again for a common cause. Per- 
haps the next time it may be necessary for the 
Mexican veterinarians to go north to assist in a 
similar campaign—who knows? 

“I could speak at length with enthusiasm on the 
interesting sights: the magnificent parks, the elegant 
churches, the large and beautiful public and private 
edifices, the beautiful residential districts and other 


progress. However, the one thing that most attracts 
the attention of visiting veterinarians is the great 
educational center that you have here, and more 
particularly, this fine veterinary college. I had the 
pleasure of visiting your great University before it 
was removed to this site and rebuilt. I had been 
told of the elegance of the new campus but I was 
not quite prepared to see what met my eyes. 


“You have here one of the largest, as well as one 
of the most beautiful and well appointed academic 
institutions of the world. Incidentally, I might add, 
the oldest University in the Western Hemisphere, 
existing since 1552. 


“In it, you have the oldest and one the best 
veterinary schools in the Americas, established in 
1853. Your faculty is mumerous and well prepared 
teach veterinary medicine and zootechnics; your 
facilities are modern and well equipped. 


“It is interesting to compare the curriculum of a 
Latin American or Spanish Veterinary College to 
those of the United States and Canada, or even 
the British schools. You attach more signficance to 
zootechnic subjects than they do and cover a much 
wider field this respect. The English-speaking vet- 
erinarians do not get as broad an education in 
animal husbandry. 


“There are, undoubtedly, reasons for this. The field 
of animal husbandry and agriculture in our coun- 
try is highly specialized and these subjects are not 
important the veterinarian. Further, the 
United States, fully 65 per cent of veterinarians 
are in private practice, the other 35 per cent are 
in research, teaching, government and miscellaneous 
work. In your country, a relatively small number 
are in private practice, the rest being employed 
mainly in government service. It is, therefore, im- 
portant that the training and education your 
veterinarians be continued along the lines that will 
best fit them for their professional duties. 


“I welcome this opportunity on behalf of the 
AVMA and this visiting group to thank our Mexi- 
can colleagues for their kind hospitality and to ex- 
tend to them the greetings of the 20,000 veterinarians 
in the United States and Canada. Also, I want to 
extend an invitation to the entire veterinary profes- 
sion of Mexico to visit our countries, especially to 
the Pan American Veterinary Congress in Kansas 
City, Missouri, in 1959, either collectively or indi- 
vidually. The AVMA conventions are open to you; 
its officers and members are anxious that you attend 
them. May each of you, as well as all the veteri- 
narians in Mexico, consider this an individual and 
cordial invitation.”

BOOK REVIEW 


Diseases Cattle 


bons, D.V.M., Karl Mayer, D.V.M., and 
Park, Ph.D. text and reference work with 
authors, American Veterinary Publications, 
Inc., Evanston, Illinois, 1956. Price $16.00. 
737 pages text, many illustrations. 


The purpose this work was “to provide 
the veterinary profession with modern text 
written specialists certain fields cat- 
tle practice and research.” This modest goal 
has been far exceeded, every way 
stellar performance. 


The book expertly organized and superbly 
written. The intent inform, and the con- 
tent seems comprehensive, authoritative, and 
right the minute. aimed the vet- 
erinarian men who know him thoroughly. 
The authors not talk down him; 
not fool but graduate veterinarian. Neither 
they flatter him; superman. They 
know what wants know, and what 
needs know, and they tell him plain 
American. The grammar not always per- 
fect, but the sense never for moment ob- 
scure. author attempting impress the 
reader with his vast erudition, cover 
the lack masses impenetrable ver- 
biage. The book therefore unusually easy 
the mind. 


only adverse criticism the failure 
indicate the index bold-face type the 
page numbers that refer the main article 
the subject. minor point, perhaps, but 
time-saver for reference work. 


expense has been spared make this 
book easy the eye the mind.

Procedure

the right side the cow, the paddle held 
its handle and the proper cup placed under 
the teat the milk collected, that 
right front quarter; B=right rear quarter; 
C=left front quarter; and D=left rear quar- 
ter (upper left photograph). When used from 
the left side the cow, the paddle grasped 
the side opposite the handle and milk 
drawn from each teat into the respective cup 
accordance with the letter designation given 
above. 

Either foremilk strippings may used. 
With foremilk, positive reactions tend 
more intense with the first streams milk 
and wane disappear completely from suc- 
ceeding streams. This especially true 
glands which inflammation limited.

than foremilk; therefore, when results 
foremilk are doubt the test may re- 
peated strippings for verification. 

The optimum amount milk that quan- 
tity that will remain the receptacle when 
the paddle tipped almost the vertical, 
that is, about 3cc. The amount milk 
quired for the test easily estimated 
drawn from the teat. one more cups 
contain more milk than needed, the paddle 
merely tipped toward the vertical and the 
excess milk drains away (upper right photo- 
graph). Next, the paddle tipped forward and 
downward produce pool milk each 
cup.

definitely indicate that the entire milk 
poor quality. Strong reactions C.M.T. bulk 
milk would suggest high level udder ir- 
ritations the herd. When C.M.T. used 
screen large numbers samples, routine 
laboratory procedure, convenient use 
plastic plate presenting ten cups and 
mix the milk and reagent mechanically.

The 
first step alleviating widespread subclini- 
cal and chronic mastitis make certain 
that the milking machines are good working 
order, that cows are stimulated for milk let- 
down before the machines are applied, and 
that the teat cups are removed individually 
soon milk flow ceases from the respective 
teat. Such program will reduce the number 
glands reacting C.M.T. herds where 
milking practices have 
cantly udder irritation. 

Individual quarters that fail improve 
following the introduction better milking 
practices should sampled for bacteriologic 
studies, and pathogenic bacteria are found, 
the indicated therapeutic agent should ad- 
ministered.

PART II. The Intestinal Diet—I/D* 


HOWARD TAYLOR, D.V.M., 


The intestinal diet I/D soft, bland, 
easily digestible diet developed basically for 
treatment intestinal disorders, especially 
those which diarrhea prominent symp- 
tom. This diet has practically revolutionized 
hospital treatment intestinal conditions. 
Diarrhea one the most common symptoms 
treated small animal hospitals; particularly 
the distemper ward where ever- 
present problem. possible minimize 
this problem feeding I/D. The diet not 
intended take the place medication, but 
rather enhance the effectiveness the 
medication and help prevent relapses. The 
reason I/D effective bowel conditions 
that the ingredients used compounding 
this diet have been carefully selected yield 
maximum energy with the least possible stress 
the intestine. For example, the two most 
irritating ingredients inflamed intestine 
are fiber and fat. I/D the fiber content 
less than and the fat slightly over 1%. 
The proteins this diet have been partially 
digested prevent overworking al- 
ready debilitated intestine. Then, too, the pro- 
teins have been chosen from those high 
the biological scale they will produce 
minimum amount nitrogenous waste prod- 
ucts and therefore put less stress the kid- 
neys. Once understand these technical 
reasons for the effectiveness I/D, easier 
for select the proper cases for its appli- 
cation. 

addition its hospital uses, I/D can 
dispensed patients going home before the 
bowel condition completely corrected. The 
diet also very effective for diarrhea follow- 
ing worming. can dispensed the case 
for chronic intermittent bowel conditions 
and fed continuously until the condition 
completely under control. Our routine therapy 
for diarrhea one gram streptomycin solu- 
tion administered orally. most cases the 
streptomycin does almost miraculous job 
stopping the diarrhea, but not fol- 
lowed with diet like I/D, the condition 
should observed switching abruptly from 
I/D back the normal diet. For example, 
after bowel condition has been corrected 
with the use I/D, dog debilitated from 
this condition needs more fat the diet than 
provided I/D. use P/D overcome 
this debility, but the switch made abruptly, 
the bowel may not tolerate the higher fat 
content P/D and revert the original con- 
dition. This eventuality can handled 
making gradual transition from I/D P/D.

The transition can done home the 
hospital feeding three-fourths I/D and 
P/D for day two, then gradu- 
ally adding more P/D and the same time 
cutting down the amount I/D until P/D 
being fed exclusively. This system grad- 
ual transition will save many embarrassing 
relapses. 

The following typical case history where 
had feed I/D continuously bring 
intermittent diarrhea under control: 

September, 1953, 5-month-old male 
Dalmatian was presented with history 
intermittent loose stools during the previous 
six weeks. The clinical examination revealed 
thin run-down pup who still showed pep 
and spirit. The temperature was 102.5 and 
there was gross blood the thermometer. 
The laboratory report the fecal examina- 
tion bore out the gross blood and showed un- 
digested food remnants but evidence 
parasites ova. Our diagnosis was chronic 
enteritis with possible ulcerative colitis. The 
treatment consisted gram dihydro- 
streptomycin solution given orally No. 
gelatin capsule and 300,000 units aqueous 
suspension penicillin. One mg. Metropine* 
tablets were prescribed given the rate 
tablet three times day. The patient 
was returned four days later. There had been 
bowel movement for two days, normal 
stool the morning the third day followed 
diarrhea. The examination showed nor- 
mal temperature with blood the ther- 
mometer. The treatment was the same 
before, omitting the penicillin. Seven cans 
I/D were prescribed replace the canned 
commercial dog food which had been the diet. 
This time the stool remained normal until the 
I/D was exhausted—a period seven days. 
the ninth day the dog was returned again 
with diarrhea. Treatment with streptomycin 
was repeated and case I/D was dispensed 
with instructions feed one-third can three 
times day and return the office when 
four cans were left the case. The owner 
returned three weeks later report that the 
stools had been normal and well formed since 
the last visit. this time dispensed 
case P/D with instructions for gradual 
transition the new diet. The owner volun- 
tarily kept the dog P/D for period 
three months with further difficulty. This 
case report points the necessity for feeding 
I/D continuously chronic bowel conditions; 
that feeding the diet for extended period 
feasible and beneficial; and that the system 
gradual transition prevents relapses.

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The uses the intestinal diet are many 
and varied. There are few more important 
indications that should mentioned. I/D 
the diet choice after any surgical inter- 
vention the gastro-intestinal tract. fluid 
diet for the first day empty 
the tract any fermented food particles. 
the second day gruel one-half canned 
milk and one-half I/D fed four times day 
small quantities. Then gradually the milk 
reduced until the animal eating straight 
I/D. 


excellent choice for puppy’s first food 
after weaning the half and half gruel. 
this instance, the gruel should fortified 
I/D. Since clients not usually have gram 
scales, recommend that they add one- 
eighth quarter pound butter one can 
I/D, and feed warm. 


The role I/D liver dysfunctions: 
are not adept diagnosing liver disorders 
physicians, but gradually are becoming 
more aware their existence. The more 
delve into these liver conditions, the more 
realize that corrective dietary therapy 
the primary medical tool from which may 
expect favorable results. human medicine, 
fatty liver conditions are best treated with 
low fat, high protein and carbohydrate diets. 
The same true animals. I/D fits this 
picture reason its chemical analysis: 
Protein 10-11%, carbohydrate 20-22% and fat 
1-1.5%. 

There are many liver function tests avail- 
liver disorders. Perhaps the simplest routine 
test that will give lead liver dysfunc- 
tion, the urinalysis; although this not 
strictly liver function test. you get 
positive bile reaction, you may suspect there 
trouble the liver. Since the liver has 
unusually well developed ability regenerate 
and dietary therapy our best approach 
encourage this regeneration, follows that 
I/D probably our best medical weapon 
these conditions.

Use Tranquilizers Dogs 


Treatment human mental and nervous 
disorders has been revolutionized the last 
two years the use class drugs gen- 
erally called tranquilizers ataractics (atar- 
actic from the Greek term meaning peace 
mind). Perhaps inevitably, since these, like 
most other drugs, have been tested pharma- 
cologically dogs and other laboratory ani- 
mals, their use animal medicine has fol- 
lowed closely their successes the field 
human therapy. 

Anxious animals, fearful animals, aggressive 
animals—and injured animals which exhibit 
all three types behavior—have been and 
are being treated successfully with the same 
tranquilizing drugs that are prescribed for 
their anxious, fearful, and aggressive masters. 
Within recent weeks, two such drugs, the 
first have met food and drug administration 
requirements, have been produced specifically 
for animal use. They are: 

Paxital, phenothiazine derivative closely 
related chlorpromazine. Produced Warn- 
er-Chilcott Laboratories, has exhibited ex- 
cellent tranquilizing effects dogs especially, 
and also large animals. now being 
marketed through distributors 
solely for use licensed veterinarians. 
can employed intramuscularly orally. 

Serpasil, rauwolfia serpentina fraction. 
Rauwolfia has been used for centuries 
human medicine for variety conditions. 
Produced Ciba Pharmaceutical Products, 
Inc., for use dogs, though usefulness 
other animals indicated. Serpasil de- 
signed for oral use only. 

These two drugs, and others not yet avail- 
able veterinary dosage forms, are cur- 
rently being tested. Their employment 
veterinary medicine the future can con- 
fidently predicted. 

Paxital, known that administration 
prior surgery produces calming effect 
even severely injured animals. Aggressive 
dogs are rendered cooperative and manage- 
able; the fear timid dogs are allayed. 

definitive report clinical tests dogs 
virtually all available tranquilizers, human 
well animal norms, was made for annual 
convention the American Veterinary Medi- 
cal Association October San Antonio, 
Dr. Jack Knowles Miami, Fla.

Aureomycin Tests Lambs 


Aureomycin the diet promoted lamb 
growth but did not reduce pneumonia 
lambs experiments conducted veterin- 
arians the Davis campus the University 
California. 


Best weight gains were obtained with 
group lambs fed milligrams Aureo- 
mycin per pound pelleted feed throughout 
the fattening period. Different feed treatments 
were tested five lots 350 lambs each. 
case was the occurrence shipping pneu- 
monia other illness and death affected 
the different feedings. 

Blaine McGowan, Jr., assistant professor 
the School Veterinary Medicine Davis, 
said that shipping pneumonia quite severe 
disease control with low level 
antibiotics feed. added that some 
effect the disease might obtained with 
higher levels feeding Aureomycin, though 
the higher levels tried the test did not suc- 
ceed. promoting weight gains they actually 
proved inferior the 10-milligram level. 

“The two groups receiving milligrams 
Aureomycin per pound pelleted feed,” said 
McGowan, “gained very little better than the 
group receiving antibiotic supplement 
feed. Perhaps this level disturbed the rumi- 
nant digestive processes. Efficiency using 
feed varied among the groups. Those showing 
the greatest gains showed the greatest effi- 
ciency, and vice

barley, molasses, and alfalfa, plus 


alfalfa silage daily per lamb. One lot 
lambs received antibiotic supplement; the 
second received milligrams per pound 
feed for days only; the third received the 
same amount throughout the fattening period; 
the fourth received milligrams Aureo- 
mycin per pound feed for days only; the 
fifth received the same level, followed 
milligrams per pound feed for the rest 
the fattening period. 

“Promoting weight gains through the use 
antibiotics said McGowan, “has 
become fairly widespread recent years. 
already playing important part the 
production milk, meat, and wool, and its 
use will continue grow. 

“The practice started poultry and swine 
production, and some experimental work has 
been done the nutrition dogs and hu- 
mans. one can precisely pinpoint the ac- 
tual reason for the benefits growth reported 
for various antibiotics. has been supposed 
that the bacterial populations the intestine 
that tend depress growth are reduced 
the antibiotic. Actually their numbers are not 
reduced markedly for very long.”
